AGRiaiLTURAL  PROSPECTS  IN  FOREIGN  CCL^-JTHIES* 

Recent  crop  news  tend  to  confirm  the  eaflier  forecasts  for  generally 
favorable  harvests  in  the  Northern  Heniisphere  this  season. 

At  the  present  tiue  preliniin^..ry  estiviiates,   in  some  cases  unofficial, 
"but  in  the  main  emanating  from  government  soiirces  h^^-ve  "been  received  from;.;  ■ 
Canada,  Argentina,  Urugijay,  Belgii^m,  Bulg-vria,  IriuT-gary,   Italy,  Roumania, 
Spain,  Sv/itserland,  British  India,  IMnis,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Australia, 
and  Now  Zea-l^^nd,      These  countries  v;ith  the  exception  of  Hungary  when 
combined  with  the  United  Stovtes,  produce  according  to  the  annual  average 
production  for  the  years  1909  to  1913,  a  little  under  64  per  cent  of  the  s6- 
called  wheat  crop  of  the  world.      This  ye^-r  their  total  production  of  wheat 
excepting  JJangary  when  co;iibined  vvith  that  of  the  United  States  is  estinuted 
at  2,339,076,000  bushels,  compared  with  2,328,980,000  bushels  in  1919. 

■    The  prospects  in  Europe  as  indicated  by  these  returns  for  the  countrie 
of  Leigi-ara,  Bulgaria,  Finland,  France,   Italy,  Roumania,  Spain  anf.  Switzerland 
show  an  increase  in  the  production  of  wheat  for  1920  of  45,705,000  bushels 
over  that  of  1919.     In  Italy  the  wheat  crop  of  1920  falls  f-»r  below  zhzz- of 
1919  and  in  all  probability  im.port  reqtiirements  will  be  large* 'FQr England 
^nd, Wales  the  chief  features  of  the  agricultural  returns  :^re  a  reduction  in 
the  grain  acreage  and  an  increase  in  the  area  of  clover   md  rotation  grasses 
and. green  crops,  together  with  large  reductions  in  the  number  of  cattle  and 
sheep,  and  an  increase  in  the  nimber  of  pigs.      The  total  area  under  cerealr: 
.  crops  and  pulse  is  5,450,000  acres  or  540,000  acres  less  than  in  1919.  In 
Bulgaria  recent  estimates  place  the  cereal  crops  at  5,679,000  short  tons,  as 
compared  with  2,831,000  in  1919.     As  a  result  of  this ■ increased  yield  quanti- 
ties of  cereals  will  in  all  probability  be  available  for  export  from  this 
country.      In  Roumania  the  cutting  of  barley,  rye. and  wheat  is  finished  and 
the^  threshing  has  coiimenced.      Satisfactory  yields  are  expected  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  anticipates  the  production  of  wheat,  rye,  barley 
and  oats  to  reach  5,331,000  short  tons  v/hich  is  about  twice  the  crop  of  last 
year.       In  Austria  the  present  agricultural '  out looic  is  quite  good  throughout 
the  Republic.      The  prospects  in  JjQ:ix.-D.rK  for  the  harvest  this  year  are 
stated  to  be  very  satisfactory.     Scotland's  reports  show  a  heavy  decline 
in  the  acreage  of  wheat  and  oats  while  the  area  devoted  to  ba-rley  is  largely 
in  excess'  of  thxit  of  last  year.      :^resent  indications  in  Sv-'eden  point  to 
a  harvesL  scmev/hat  above  the  average.       In  Qtoi's  there  is  a  significant  de- 
ficiency in  the  yield  of  cereals.      Estimates  plo.ce  the  production 
217,000  short  tons  compeared  with  391,000  last  year*      Continued  fine  weather 
in  the  south  of  ]>ussia  has  improved  the.  harvest  prospects  but  r.eliable  re- 
ports ^Te  so  f...r  unavailable.       In  Germany  the  condition  on  August  1st  of 
cereal;:,  crops,  poto^toes,  c;.nd  hay  vv^s  over  the  average.     Harvesting  is  now  in 
progress  with  weather  conditions  f.-vourable.      The  Hungarian  crops  are  re- 
ported as  fair. 

In  the  ■Southern  Hemisphere,  in  Argentina  and  Australia  i: he  .bulk  of  the 
crops  .are  not  cut  rntil  December  and  January.       In  Australia  the  crop  pro  spec 
continue  to  imrrove.      Preliminary  estimates  for  the  season  of  1920-21  put 
the  yield  of  wheat  in  New  South  V/ales  at  45,000,000  bushels  ..s  against  the 
very  snrill  yield  of  4,500,000  tiie  year  before,    .  In  Argentina  beneficial 
r.ains  have  been  general  and  have  improved  tha-cutiook.      This  country,  in  the 
season  of  1919-20  produced  the  largest  wheat  crop' in  its  history.  Recent 
forecadts-of  the  1920-21  wheat  crop  indica^ue  that  the  land  sewn  to  this  crop 
is  greater  than  ever  before  and  if  attended  by  favouralDle  weather  ths'ue  is 
every  confidence  cf  a  record  crop  beins  h..rvest3d

AUSTRALIA: 


During  1919  and  so  far  in  1920  the  greater  part  of  the  grazing  ^rea  of 
Australia  has  suffered  from  a  severe  drouth  v^^hich  "brought  the  nuiiiber  of 
sheep  in  the  C^immonvireaith  at  the  close  of  the  1919-20  season  (June  30,  1920) 
to  approximately  78,000,000  as  against  38,000,000  in  1918-19.     It  is  expectr ' 
that  the  clip  for  1919-20  will  ..mount  to  2,000,000  hales,  hut  as  to  the  clip 
for  1920-21  it  is  believed  oy  "che  hest  informed  wool  men  that  the  most  favor.- 
ahle  conditions  would  place  tbetfigaro  at  only  1,500,000  hales  and  th^t  tSith- 
out  copious  rains  the  season  of  1920-21  will  be  disastrous  to  the  sheep  in- 
dustry of  Avistro.lia.
